Production of 
Apples in State 
Up Considerably 


Little Rock, Oct. 15 — (/P) —Pro- 
duction of apples in commercially- 
growing counties of Arkansas has 
been estimated by the crop re- 
porting service at 756,000 bushels, 
somewhat larger than the 1946 crop 
of 677,000 bushels and the 10-year 
(1936-45) average annual produc- 
tion of 616,000 bushels. 
The crop service's bulletin said 
that "prospects this year were quite 
promising until dry weather set in 
during August and continued until 
Sept. 20, when good rains were 
helpful. However, the . rains were 
insufficient to bring winter varie- 
ties through to maturity. The har- 
vest of all 
but late 
varieties is 


over."

The service estimated grape pro- 
duction at 11,600 tons, compared 
with 10,300 tons in 1946 and 8,200 
tons, the 10-year average. 
Pecan prospects improved dur- 


ing September and a crop of 3,370,- 
000 pounds is in prospect — al- 
most three times the size of the 
1946 cron of 1,200,000 pounds but 
below the average production o 
3,755,000 pounds, according to the 
reporting service.
